Three more articles were added to the 
| town warrant this week as a result of a

debts to the town of Andover upon presenta- 
tion to the superintendents of the above 
}mentioned Depts., an application for such 
| work and is physically able to perform such

amount of said applicant’s taxes due the 
town of Andover, from the Tax Collector, 
and an order to the Town Treasurer to pay

The town warrant this year contains 
an innocent-looking article asking for an 
appropriation of $1000 to purchase the 
traffic light installation at the corner of 
Chestnut and Main streets from the 
Automatic Signal Corporation, From 


one point of view this would seem to be} 


an excellent investment, since at present 
the charge for renting the installation is 


eighteen dollars a week, or almost $1,000 | 


a year. But from another peint of view 
it makes the town appear as if it had 
been duped, for now Andover is being 
asked to pay $1,000 to buy something 
for which it has already paid over $2,500. 


It looks as if the Automatic Signal Corp- | 


oration were saying: “‘ We've received a 
good bit from Andover: maybe they'll be 
willing to add a little more.” 

The corporation at first valued the 
equipment at $2,797.05, but for tax 


purposes the valuation was changed to} 


$875. For two years they paid taxes on 
the $875 basis, but when the selectmen 


asked how much Andover would have to |

would be a good purchase price. The 
State House, however, advised the Select- 
men not to pay more than $1,000, and 
in spite of the previous high figure, the 
corporation was not very reluctant t 
part with the equipment at this price.

Nickname of Tuckahoe 
Traced to Aborigines 


“Tuckahoe” is an old nickname for 


the poor class of people living in 
southern Virginia, says *athfinder 
Magazine. In some sections of the 
South the term is practically syn 


onymous with “poor white.” The word 
itself is supposed to be derived from 
an Indian word meaning globular and 
originally was applied to various bul 
bous roots used as food by the abori 
gines in that region. Chief among 
the edible bulbous roots so designated 
were those of the golden club or float 
ing arum and the Virginia wake robin 
But the name also was applied to Vir 
ginia truffle, a curious fungus growth 
found under the soil in the southern 
states bordering on the Atlantic. The 
Indians and early settlers were fond 


of these truffles and generally they 
located them by following hogs en 
zaged in rooting. In time the term 


came to signify Indian bread and the 
inhabitants of lower Virginia were 
called Tuckahoes because their pov 
erty compelled them frequently to re 
sort to Virginia truffles or Indian 
bread for sustenance,

On the invasion of the Ro 
mans certain chnracteristics of the 
celebration of Pomona, such as offer 
ing of apples and nuts, were intro 
duced into the celebration of the

They were not re 
stricted to the “ton.” either, Prints 
and engravings of those days show the 
whole population arrayed in “tops’— 
and regardless of bobtailed coats, too. 

A tall hat was cuaranty that you 
were getting along in the world; and 
no matter how absurd the rest of the 
costume was, the hich hat was iImper 
ative; a man’s hosiery might be fall 
ing down over his unpolished shoes, 
but at the top he was en regle. His 
hat marked him as one of les elegantes 
or at least elhow to elbow with them.

Board of Health Agent in Report Shows Marked De- 
creases in Some Diseases, While a Few Diseases 


Make Fairly 


Scarlet fever, chicken pox, and mumps 
showed a great gain in Andover last year, 
while tuberculosis, whopoing cough, and 
measles dropped, according to the annual 
report of Mrs, Lotta M. Johnson, agent of the 
Board of Health, In 1931 there was an epi 
demic of measles with 268 cases, but last year 
there were only 18. German measles dropped 
from 18 to 1. Chicken pox jumped from an 
unusually low 3 in 1931 to a high 66 this year, 


| while an epidemic of mumps in the last three 


months has boosted the total to 79 as com 
pared with 6 the previous year. 

There were 16 cases of scarlet fever last 
year, or as much as the total of 1931 and 1930 
together. Whooping cough did not visit the 
town in 1932, although in 1931 there were 
11 cases and in 1930 there were 77. 


| The worth of the Schick test is clearly 


shown in the fact that there were no cases of 
diphtheria during the year. There were 
| fewer new cases of tuberculosis, although four 
| deaths resulted. One death resulted from 
septic sore throat, a disease which had not 
visited here in the two preceding years. There 
were no cases of influenza.

Cannot Be Replenished 

The total mass of the sun is dimin- | 
ishing by approximately 250,000,000 
tons a minute, | 

Such Is the calculation of Sir James | 
Jeans, as reported to the Smithsonian 
institution, For every square centl- | 
meter of the sun's surface, he says, 
radiation is being discharged into 
space at the rate of about 1,500 eal- 
ories a second, and a body which gives | 
off light and heat loses mass, 

The earth, which radiates heat, also 
is losing mass at the rate of about an 
ounce a minute, This loss, says Sir | 
James, probably is replaced many | 
times over by falls of meteors and by 
cosmnie dust, 

But, he says, “no one ever has sus:

of the masses of the sun and stars | 
which is at all comparable with their 
known loss, Thus the sun's loss of
